He  was  .acting  in  the  capacity  ot 
assistant  communications  ofBccr, 
stalloneti  at  the  headquarters  of 
the  14th  Army  Air  Force  in  China, 
at  the  tline  ot  his  death.

After  leaving  Loyola  College, 
Lieutenant  Pfeiffer  was  employed 
as  a chemist  in  the  metallurgical 
laboratory  of  the  Bendi.x  corpora- 
tion. Shortly  after  Pearl  Harbor, 
he  enlisted  in  the  Army  Air  Corps. 

He  received  his  basic  training  at 
Scott  Field,  and  was  awarded  his 
commission  at  Yale,  on  April  1, 
1943.  He  was  sent  overseas  to 
India  after  completing  advanced 
training  at  Orlando.  Florida. 

Tcnnl.s  .Manager 
Before  coming  to  Loyola  College, 
Lt.  Pfeiffer  attended  numerous 
schools  throughout  the  country, 
finally  graduating  from  Loyola 
High  School.  While  at  Evergreen, 
Mark  was  manager  of  the  tennis  ! 
team.  Throughout  his  entire  col-  I 
lege  career,  he  was  extremely  active 
in  his  support  of  college  sports  and 
social  functions. 

In  a letter  to  his  parents  dated 
February  7,  Lt.  Pfeiffer  wrote  vivid 
de^^iptioDB  of  Ills  surroundings*1n 
China.  He  describes  in  particular 
a baseball  game  In  which  Major- 
General  Chennault  was  the  pitcher 
and  General  Glen  the  catcher. 

.Aniiciputcs  Pi'oniolfiin 
He  further  noted,  'T  should  be 
a IsC  Louie  by  my  birthday  (March 
2).  I have  a great  future  here  and 
may  make  CapUiin  before  I leave 
China.  I am  a full-nedgud  Staff 
Ofllcer  now.  and  no  longer  have  the 
job  I was  supposed  to  get  at  first, 
Hope  and  pray  (hat  I do  the  Job 
well." 

He  was  promoted  to  First  Lieu- 
tenant shortly  before  his  death.

Chinese  has  a great  many  dialects, 
concentralcd  mainly  in  the  Southern  provinces,  and 
confined  to  small  localities.  The  language,  or  rather 
diaieel.  commonly  heard  in  this  country  is  the  Can- 
tonese dialect,  which  centers  about  the  great  soiifliern 
port  of  Canton,  from  which  vicinity  most  of  the 
Chinese  immigrants  to  this  country  came.  Wc  arc 
studying  the  jlfantfarin  diaJeef,  which  is  now  by  offi- 
cial proclamation,  the  national  language  of  China. 

n ifhout  attempting  to  draw  any  comparison  or 
rontrosl  between  Mandarhi  and  Cantonese  I might 
try.  in  .so  far  as  I can.  to  give  some  of  the  char- 
acteristics of  Mandarin.  The  number  of  different 
.?oi/nrfs  in  the  language  is  surprisingly  limited,  and 
the  ma.stci-y  of  these  fundamentals  presents  no  real 
difficulty,  ftome  sounds,  of  course,  are  utterly  different 
from  any  sound  in  English,  and  must  be  acquired  by 
imUation  and  constant  prnflire.  Fortunately,  we 
have  wellpnf  teachers  and  so  hare  made  remarkable 
progress. 

Chinese  grammar  ij  remarkably  simple,  even  more 
so  than  English,  and  always  follows  a sel  pattern. 
2\o  conjugailons  and  declensions  exist,  and  most 
icords  arc  interchangeably  nouns  and  verb.s. 

I should  think  that  the  Lingiiaphone  records  would

>•»  this  country  who  alleulptcd  lo  learn  .Mandarin  by 
himself,  n-p,  0/  course,  have  a iniich  belter  setup 
with  Chinese  wstructors,  who.  by  this  lime,  speak 
maijify  in  riiinese  except  for  a few  necessary  explnn- 
olions  in  English.  And  they  are  excellent.

The  Duke  Is  Great 


Probably  the  most  sigDiflcaiit  of 
Elliogtou's  nontributions  to  jazz 
was  his  realization  that  the  expres- 
sion of  the  soul  of  (lie  Negro  race 
needed  different  forms,  that  black 
jazz  must  not  be  the  same  as  white 
jazz.  With  tills  in  mind,  and  men 
like  Bubber  Miley  and  Trlckey  Sam 
Nanton  in  his  band,  he  created  the 
famous  "jtingle  style”  which  relied 
on  growl  sounds  obtained  with  the 
wa-wa  mute, 

Duke  Ellington  has  known  how 
to  choose  his  musicians  and  how 
to  infuse  them  with  his  own  feel- 
ing for  jazz,  so  that  the  orchestra 
remains  an  integral  whole.  But 
in  welding  their  talents  to  his  own 
purpose,  he  has  been  careful  not  to 
destroy  their  individual  tempera- 
ments— indeed,  he  makes  ii.se  of 
them  to  widen  the  range  of  his 
orchestra. 

Having  heard  the  band  several 
times  in  the  past  few  years,  it 
seems  to  me  that  Ellington  is  de- 
serting jazz,  and  flirting  with  con- 
cert music.  However,  we  needn't 
worry  too  much  about  such  an 
evolution.  The  band  has  had  spells 
from  time  to  time  in  the  past  and 
has  always  rallied  in  a few  months, 
Duke  Ellington  Is  too  sensitive  a 
wan  to  let  things  remain  out  of 
kiiter. 

Diike  Ellington's  orchestra  plays 
only  special  arrangements  written 
by  the  Duke  himself,  or  by  his  bril- 
liant assistant,  Billy  Strayhorn. 
This,  together  with  the  comparative

all  the  other  bands  In  America 
sound  alike,  at  least  in  their  en- 
semble playing,  but  there  is  no  mis- 
taking a number  played  by  the 
Duke  and  his  orchestra. 

Ineidenlally,  I would  like  to  men- 
tion that  the  Duke  has  written 
more  popular  hits  than  any  other 
jazz  figure.  His  melodic  vein  is 
seen  liy  the  following  titles;  "Mood 
Indigo''.  ''Sophisticated  Lady”. 
'•Solitude''.  "In  a SentlmenUI 
Mood”.  "I  Let  a Song  Go  Out  of 
-My  Heart".  "Don't  Get  Around 
■Much  Anymore”.  Here  is  an  im- 
pressive list  of  songs,  not  one  of 
which  is  banal. 

Ellington  lias  contributed  much 
to  juzz  and  lias  had  a tremendous 
influence  on  other  orchestras.  Just 
-IS  Louis  Armstrong  has  inspired  all 
SMliiists.  even  on  other  Instruments 
fliaii  the  trumpet,  Ellington  has 
furnished  a wealth  of  material  for 
all  other  composers  and  arrangers 
to  muse  over. 

HU  great  achievement  is  that  he 
lias  attained  as  high  a degree  of 
perfection  as  only  pure  improvisa- 
tion has  hitherto  produced,  by  the 
addition  of  carefully  and  Intelli- 
gently prepared  elements  to  those 
provided  by  instinct  alone.  Al- 
though. ns  a piano  soloist,  the  Duke 
I-  very  interesting,  his  main  work 
has  been  in  the  molding  of  a great 
orchestra  with  the  stamp  of  Ills 
own  genius.

Jerry  Crawford^  ’41,  Praises 
Heroism  In  Pacific  Battles

"The  men  at  Midway  deserve 
in<ich  credit  for  their  heroic  deeds. 
In  particular  the  pilots  ot  the  dive 
and  torpedo  bombers  are  to  be  hon- 
ored for  their  work.  The  deeds 
which  they  performed  in  that  battle 
will  long  be  remerabered,"  said 
Lieutenant  Jerry  Crawford,  a mem- 
ber of  the  11)41  class  of  Loyola 
College,  who  recently  returned  from 
the  South  Pacific. 

Having  participated  in  the  battles 
of  Midway,  Lae.  Salamuua  and 
Bucca  Straits,  he  had  much  to  say 
about  the  war  in  that  section  and 
the  general  feeling  of  the  men. 
However,  much  of  what  he  saw  and 
took  part  in  cannot  be  revealed  at 
the  present  time,  But  what  he  did 
say  concerning  the  South  Pacific 
was  as  equally  important. 

"The  chaplains  of  both  the  Army 
and  Navy  are  doing  a yeoman’s  job 
in  this  war.  The  men  overseas  are 
very  grateful  for  anything  the 
chaplains  do  for  them.  Before  any 
battle  the  men  are  always  seen 
about  the  priests  and  ministers, 
and  they  attend  church  services 
very  regularly,  even  when  far  from 
the  front  tine. 

"The  Red  Cross  is  also  appreciat- 
ed hy  the  men.  The  job  that  this

When  asked  his  opinion  as  to 
whether  young  men  should  remain 
in  college  or  enlist  for  military 
service,  Lieut.  Crawford  gave  this 
reply;  "Stay  in  school  as  long  as 
you  can,  and  get  as  much  education 
as  you  can.  After  this  war  is  over, 
only  a few  men  will  want  to  return 
to  school  to  complete  their  educa- 
tion." 

Concerning  the  men’s  morale 
overseas,  Lieut.  Crawford’s  oplaion 
was:  "The  men  feel  that  they  are 
doing  their  own  job,  They  do  not 
feel  that  they  are  doing  too  mucli, 
Their  morale  is  better  than  one 
might  expect  and  they  are  fighting 
hard  to  get  this  war  over  with  as 
soon  as  possible." 

While  speaking  of  Australia,  the 
question  of  war-time  living  there 
was  mentioned.  ’’One  can  live  very 
comfortably  there."  he  replied,  "al- 
though clothing  has  been  rationed, 
food  Is  still  plentiful.’’ 

Having  heard  that  the  Lieutenant 
had  married  an  Australian  girl,  the 
next  inquiry  brought  this  answer: 
"We  were  married  in  Brisbane,  at 
St.  Stephen’s  Cathedral.  Incident- 
ally. our  nui)linls  were  the  first 
performed  in  St.  Stephen’s  between 
an  Australian  and  a citizen  of  an- 
other country.  Lilian,  my  wife, 
comes  from  Perth  in  western  Aus- 
tralia. However,  she  is  now  living 
in  Baltimore.’’ 


Pptt  Displays 
StudefS’s  Models 

A miniature  battle  fleet,  ranging 
from  liny  tank-carrying  landing 
craft  smaller  than  a safety  match  to 
aircraft  carriers  nearly  a foot  and 
a half  long,  has  lieen  on  display  at 
the  Pratt  library  since  the  early 
part  of  March. 

Built  on  a scale  of  one  inch  to 
fifty  feet,  the  models  represent  four 
years  of  work  by  Frank  S,  Conlon, 
a freshman  at  Loyola  College. 

The  fleet  is  constructed  according 
to  exact  specifications,  derived  from 
studying  plans,  pictures,  and  meas- 
urements found  in  various  period- 
icals and  reference  books, 

It  requires  about  eight  hours  to 
complete  one  ot  the  model  destroy- 
ers; and  cigar  boxes,  orange  crates, 
hits  of  balsam,  cardboard,  and  pins 
from  his  motlier’s  sewing  kit  all  go 
into  Us  constructiou. 

Always  a stickler  for  naval  accur- 
acy, Prank  removes  from  his  "two- 
ocean  navy’’  any  American  vessels 
announced  omcially  as  sunk,  ju.st  as 
he  removed  the  fifty  overage  des- 
troyers transferred  by  this  country 
to  Britain  in  HUO. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  transfer 
the  display  to  the  college  lilirnry 
after  its  stay  at  the  Pratt.
